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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment received on January 5 th 2009. 
Status of Claims 

Claims 3, 6 and 9 are pending. 

Claims 3, 6 and 9 are currently rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 10, filed 1/5/09, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 3, 6 and 9 under 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a 
new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of applicant's arguments. 

Applicant argues that the cited art does not teach the "means for requesting a 
display permission ..." element as recited by the claims but rather discloses a "log-in". 
Examiner accepts this argument however upon further consideration this argument 
reveals 112 issues in the claims. Applicant initially states (pg. 10) that when the host 
computer receives the user and selection information from the user ... the host 
computer gives the user terminal device a display permission. This implies that the host 
initiates the display permission rather than the client requesting it. However later 
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applicant states (pg. 14) that the user terminal device will not obtain a display 
permission from the host computer unless the user terminal device requests such a 
permission. This creates an ambiguity that is supported by the claim language. Since 
the scope of the claim cannot be presently determined, an art rejection at this time 
would be premature. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3, 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 3, it recites "a means for requesting a display permission from 
said host computer for displaying said selection information selected by said means for 
carrying out the selection operation onto said display section on condition that said 
selection information is transmitted to said host computer, and displaying ... when said 
display permission is obtained". There are at least two reasons why this claim is 
currently indefinite. The words "on condition" may be interpreted in several ways. One 
way as applicant argues is that the selection information is not displayed until (i.e. after) 
the selection information is transmitted. Another interpretation is simply that the 
information is displayed as long as the information is transmitted. This interpretation 
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does not require a certain sequence of events and thus the permission may be obtained 
before the information is transmitted (i.e. similar to a log-in). Furthermore, earlier in the 
claim (In. 8-14) it recites "selection system receiving service equipment, ... selecting ... 
and displaying" there is no requirement or indication that a permission is requested or 
required before displaying. For at least these reasons the scope of the claim cannot be 
currently ascertained and thus the claim is indefinite. 

Regarding claims 6 and 9 they correspond to claim 3 and therefore are rejected 
for similar reasons.
